House Committee on Lobbying, | 
said today. This is at the rate of 
nearly $10,000,000 a year. | 
Buchanan's statement accom- | 
panied a 520-page committee re-| 
port on results of a questionnaire 
sent last May to 173 business cor- | 
porations. Another report contain- |

organizations is in preparation. 
“The replies to our letter show 
very clearly that American busi- 
ness is spending millions of dol- 
lars to flood the country with 
pamphlets, leaflets and books 
dealing with public issues like 
social welfare, the Tennessee Val- 
ley Authority, labor legislation 
and the like,” Buchanan said. 
Pamphlets Distributed. 
“Millions of these pamphlets 
are distributed to school teachers, 
the clergy, and other local com- 
munity thought leaders with the

Reports filed under the lobbying } 
act deal mostly with direct ef- 
forts to influence legislation. 

Voluntary Answers. 

Answers to the committee's 
questionnaire were voluntary. 
Some corporations did not reply 
to some or all of the questions. 
One of the largest, United States 
Steel Corp., said neither the cor- 
poration nor any of its subsid- 
jaries had made “any expendi- 
tures for lobbying activities in- 
tended to influence, encourage, 
promote or retard legislation, or 
made any contributions to organ- 
izations for that purpose” during 
the period covered by the ques- 
tionnaire. 

Buchanan said the largest 
single item was nearly $27,000,000 
spent by 125 corporations on con- 
tributions to tax-exempt organi- 
zations or on gifts, deductible as 
business expenses before taxes, | 
to groups distributing literature 
dealing with public issues. 

The report contained a few 
bits of information which the 
Buchanan committee was unable 
to pry from the nation’s second 
largest lobbying organization, the 
Committee for Constitutional Gov- 
ernment. Congress voted to cite 
for contempt Edward A. Rumely, 
director of the organization, be- 
cause he would not disclose the 
identity of bulk purchasers of his 
group's publications.

ACCOUNTING UNIT 
TO LEAVE CITY 


430 Employes to Be Of- 
fered Jobs Elsewhere 
or in Major Ceriter Of. 
fices Here. 


The Army Finance Center's ac- 
counting division, which employs 
about 430 persons, is to be moved 
from St. Louis under a decentra- 
liation plan and divided into seven 
new regional offices, the Army 
announced yesterday in Wash- 
ington. 

Its work is to be transferred to 
new accounting units in each of 
the six Army area headquarters 
and in the Military District of 
Washington, D.C. The shift is ex- 
pected to be completed by next 
January. 

Persons now employed by the 
division at the center, 4300 Good- 
fellow boulevard, will be offered 
jobs in the new offices. Those 
who do not vqlunteer for transfer 
will be given jobs in other de- 
partments at the center, which 
has about 4500 employes. | 

The division is being decentra- 
lized, the Army said, “so that 
breakdowns of statistical informa- 
tion on expenditures by Army 
areas may be readily obtained.” 
There was no indication the deci- 
sion had any connection with the 
fact the center has been the sub- 
ject of at least six investigations 
in the last two years.

REPUBLIC OF KOREA ARMY 
HEADQUARTERS, Oct. 21 (AP) 
-—The war against the Reds has 
cost the Republican army 9643 
killed, 39,965 wounded and 28,- 
721 missing, this headquarters 
reported today. 

These’ official figures repre- 
sent battle casualties only. About 
3000 other deaths and injuries 
have. occurred through accidents 
and illness. 

(American casualties totaled 
26,083 including 4036 dead at 
last report.) 

The most serious South Ko- 
rean losses occurred in the first 
two weeks of the Communist in- 
vasion when the Republican 
troops were hurled back from 
the thirty-eighth parallel border 
southward. 4 

Since then the South Korean 
army, with the help of Amer- 
ican advisers and equipment, has 
been building up steadily. A 
spokesman said it now totals 
about 175,000 men, most of whom 
have seen action.

The general assembly unanimous- 
ly adopted a Mexican resolution 
in Paris, Nov. 3, 1948, urging the 
Big Five to renew efforts to com- 
pose their differences and obtain 
World War II peace treaties. This 
was followed by renewed efforts 
but no final agreement on the 
Austrian peace treatry, and by 
talks the next spring which event- 
ually lifted the Berlin blockade.

- the seven surviving Nazi arch- 
criminals being held in Berlin’s 
Spandau prison. 

The reason, an American legal 
official said, is that the seven 
are joint prisoners of the four 
occupying powers and since the 
four-power government has brok- 
en down in the stresses of the 
cold war, there is no appeals 
body to which they can resort. 

It is ironic that one of the last 
vestiges of four-power adminis- 
tration in Germany should be 
the prison which holds the for- 
mer Nazi chieftains. A split be- 
tween Russia and the West was 
one of the big Nazis’ wishful pre- 
dictions before Germany's col- 

* lapse in 1945. 
Three in For Life. 

Grim, sprawling Spandau, in 
the British sector of the city, has 
only seven prisoners. Three are 
life termers: Rudolf Hess, for- 
mer deputy fuehrer of the Nazi 
Reich; Walter Funk, ex-Reichs- 
bank president, and Erich Raeder, 
Hitler’s onetime grand admiral.

Nazi youth leader, and Albert 
Speer, former armaments minis-

Replies His Opponent Is Involved in a ‘Deal’ With Col. 
Robert R. McCormick of the Tribune—Both Candidates| 
Are Campaigning Vigorously, Both Predict Victory,

NCE there were two good friends 


carried a lunch pail to a factory 
school and studied law. 


Today, all friendship aside, they are con- 
testing bitterly for the United States Senate. 
Scott Lucas, top man of the Senate as its 
Majority Leader, wants another six-year term 


“Ev” Dirksen, who served 16 years in the 
House before retiring voluntarily in 1948, 
is making his first bid for the Senate, and 
at the expense of his erstwhile friend.’ 


Naturally, both Lucas and Dirksen expect 
to win. Both, however, are campaigning like 
mad while advising their party workers 
against the over-confidence that proved so 
fatal to Tom Dewey's chances for the White 
House in 1948. 


‘My Opponent Has Joined 
With the Corrupt Gang...’ 


“If 3 lose,” Senator Lucas muses, “there 
must beso the matter with me con- 
sidering that I have the support of such fine 
men as Kertnelly, Douglas and Stevenson 
while my opponent has joined up with the 
corrypt gang of Dwight Green and Curly 
Brooks, and abdicated to the Chicago Tri- 
bune,” - =. 

(The reference was to Chicago’s Mayor 
Martin Kennelly, Senator Paul Douglas and 
Governor Adlai Stevenson, who are active 
in the drive to re-elect Lucas, and to former 
Governor Green and former Senator Brooks 
who were overwhelmingly defeated in 1948.) 

Senator Lucas has a newspaper photograph 
of Dirksen and Green with their arms 
around each other at a recent political ban- 
quet in Chicago. Questioned about this, 
Dirksen replies: 

“Yes, we were photographed together. Why 
not? It was a Constitution day affair given 
by the Abraliam Lincoln Republicans. Some 
of our biggest and best people were there. 
Newspaper camera men came up and asked 
if I minded posing with Dwight Green. I 
answered that it was not up to me to tell 
them their business. So they posed us to- 
gether. I’ve got nothing against Dwight 
Green. I don’t hate anybody.” 

Dirksen, highly praised at times during 
his long congressional service, and formerly 
regarded in some quarters as a mild pro- 
gressive and internationalist, denies he re- 
versed his convictions and sold out to Col. 
Robert R. McCormick and his Chicago 
Tribune. 


Here, in chronological order, are the Lucas | 


charges and the Dirksen answers: 

Lucas—“My opponent came back from 
Europe in 1948 and said he'd support the 
Marshall Plan for European recovery not 
only for four years but for 12 years. 

“Then he was ifivited to the Tribune Tower 
in Chicago. There is a fellow up there who 
talks to people who want to run in the 
Republican primaries. And if you don’t talk 
to him you don't get on the ticket.

S ENATOR LUCAS served two terms 


in the House and is rounding out 

his second term in the Senate. Al- 
though he has been the President's 
majority leader in the Senate, he has 
not gone along with all Fair Deal legis- 
lation. For example, he has opposed 
the Brannan farm plan, preferring a 
sliding scale of parity payments, and 
is opposed to the Administration’s pro- 
posed compulsory health insurance 
program. 

Lucas voted for the McCarran-Mundt- 
Ferguson-Nixon anti-subversive con- 
trol bill, and, despite the fact that he 
was President Truman’s Senate leader, 
voted to override Truman’s veto. 

He was an early but not vociferous 
New Dealer.

The campaign against Senator Lucas, as it is 
being waged by the Republican nominee, former 
Representative Everett M. Dirksen, is largely that 
Senator Lucas is not consistent with the Tru- 
man Administration. Mr, Dirksen lists a series 
of domestic issues on which Senator Lucas has 
parted company with the President. 

These questions include the Brannan farm 
plan, so-called “socialized meditine” and several 
labor measures. Mr. Dirksen might also have 
cited—perhaps he did in some speech we have 
not seen—the latest instance, namely, Senator 
Lucas’ vote to override te presidential veto of 
the McCarran Anti-Subversives Act. 


It is impossible, obviously, to pass judgment 
here on each of Senator Lucas’ votes in the 16 
years that he has been in Congress—four in the 
House and 12 in the Senate. The record shows 
that he has broken with the White House pretty 
much whenever he felt like it. As long ago as 
1937, he opposed the late Franklin D. Roosevelt's 
ill-advised plan to remake the Supreme Court. 

If Senator Luc@s is re-elected, he probably 
will not hesitate to differ from Mr. Truman even 
though he should continue as Majority Leader 
in the next Congress. Along with this indepen- 
dence, Scott Lucas has his limitations. His 
record contains its inconsistencies. 

Everett Dirksen, however, is the last man in 
Illinois to raise the cry of inconsistency. Mr. 
Dirksen himself is inconsistency incarnate. 
Mince his party was not in executive power at 
any time while he was in the House, his incon- 
sistency is necessarily with himself. 


Mr. Dirksen voted for the New.Deal’s NRA, 
NLRB, AAA, HOLC, social security and federal 
relief. He became known as a kind of G.O-P. 
New Dealer and humanitarian. He defended the 
Blue Eagle against attack and said the Supreme 
Court would declare it constitutional. He took 
“fine pride” in helping “lift this country from 
the slough of depression to the highroad of 
sunshine and prosperity.” 

That was in the 1930s. A decade later Everett 
Dirksen said that in these very measures the 
United States was started on “a great departure 
from the course of freedom.” His domestic per- 
formance might be reviewed at length, since he 
served in the House from 1933 through 1948 and 
in that time laid out a vast maze of reversals 
and switches ard twists and turns. 

The part of. Mr. Dirksen’s record which is of 


ogreatest importance, however, is his. vacillation 


on foreign affairs. In the international field, the 
G.O.P. nominee in Illinois has had not just two 
positions, but. three!. In the ’30s he was against 
American participation in. world affairs. In the 
40s he was for it. In 1950 he has gone back to 
where he was in the ‘30s.

ATIRISTS and specialists in 
low comedy have been hav- 
* ing their way with Holly- 
wood for a long time but Dr. 
Hortense Powdermaker is the 
first anthropologist—so far as 
I can -recall—to give the movie 
colony and its enormities a pro- 
' fessional going over. Dr. Pow- 
dermaker is an associate pro- 
fessor in her subject at Queens 
College, Brooklyn, and in her 
field work has spent consider- 
able time among the natives of 
the Bismarck Archipelago and 

the interior of Mississippi. 


It was in the latter place that 
she got to thinking about the 
cultural importance of Holly- 
wood. Movies were the only 
entertainment in the secluded 
little town where she was stay- 
ing and it soon became evident 
to her that they were not only 
forms of diversion—that is to 
Say efiicient and relecnticss 
time-kiilers—but. purveyors of 
culture pziterns as well. So she 
decided to invcsiigate the so- 
cial structure of Hollywood and 
determine, if possible, its rela- 
tionship to what she had been 
secing on the screen. The chief 
result of her sojourn among 
the Hollywoodians is a book: 
“Hollywood, the Dream Fac- 
tory.” 

Unlike most books on this 
subject it is wholly free from 
resentment or gratitude.

Dr. Powdermaker is natu- 

rally interested in Holly- 
wood’s tribal taboos. They are 
extensive, complicated and pow- 
erful but they affect only the 
movies and not the lives of the 
movie-makers. Love scenes are 
closely regulated; so are acts of 
violence. But the “sexiness” of 
a female star is actually one of 
her most important assets and 
the public is made aware of it 
through copious incidental pub- 
licity, including photographs, 
that diagram and emphasize her 
charms. Gangsters always suf- 
fer for their crimes; but they 
are often shown in luxurious 
surroundings and as creatures 
of power and charm before 
they are handed over to the 
law. In short the taboos do not 
result in a de-emphasizing of 
sex and crime. They usually 
have the opposite effect. But 
they do operate to neutralize 
artistic and intellectual hon- 
esty. 

Dr. Powdermaker offers no 
counsel of perfection either for 
herself or in behalf of genuine 
artists who are working in the 
movies. She does suggest, how- 
ever, that a ‘higher percentage 
of good pictures could be made 
without courting bankruptcy by 
eliminating wasteful practices 
on the one hand and by giving 
freer scope to the creative art- 
ists that the studios command.

FTER all too long a wait, 
A ex homage has finally 

been paid to the memory of 
Ford Madox Ford by the repub- 
lication, in one volume, of. his 
four great novels of the nine- 
teen-twenties: “Some Do Not,” 
“No More Parades,” “A Man 
Could Stand Up” and “The Last 
Post’—under the collective title 
of “Parade’s End.” This tetral- 
ogy, dismissed in its own time 
as no more than another novel 
of wartime England, is in the 
tradition of the chronicle novels 
of Proust, Rolland and Gals- 
worthy. “Parade’s End,” mov- 
ing in its depiction of the col- 
lapse of a tired civilization, in- 
cisive in its treatment of the 
psychological complexities of 
human relationships, and vivid 


‘as a record of World War I, is 


a significant contribution to the 
literature of our times. 

On the narrative level “Pa- 
rade’s End” follows the life of 
Christopher Tietjens from the 
late Edwardian era through and 
just beyond the tragic days of 
the first World War. When, on 
the threshold of the twenties, 
we leave him, he is a broken 
man—broken by the knowledge 
that his calm and ordered world 
lies in pieces about him. For 
Tietjens is an English gentle- 
man, educated in the classical 
tradition, conservative in his 
politics and morally bound by a 
code of honor and self-respect.

HE flying hooves of Man 
Tower pounded American 
race tracks only about 15 
months, and it was 30 years ago 
last Columbus day when he was 
led to the winner’s circle for 
the twentieth —and last—time 
in 21 starts.

Big Red is only a legend new, 
but for those of us who never 
saw him run or were not 
counted among the millions who 
paid a visit to his equine ma- 
jesty in retirement at Faraway 
Farm, the authors have painted 
a pleasant and warm picture.

content. Ford, schooled by 
Conrad arid James, had a firm 
grasp of structural principles. 
Relying heavily on the stream- 
of-consciousness technique, the 
author presents much of his 
narrative by means of long 
monologues occurring within 
the minds of important charac- 
ters . 


While this occasionally makes 
for monotony, the device un- 
questionably gives the book « 
strong and flexible frame. Fur- 
thermore, the interior mono- 
logue, by its direct appeal to 
the reader, reveals the inner- 
most thoughts of the speaker or 
thinker, thus making each cli- 
mactic point lucid and clear. 
Neither does Ford hesitate to 
invert the time scheme of his 
novel, Frequently he will sure 
prise the reader by presenting 
a significant incident and then 
going back in time to trace the 
events leading up to the all- 
impartant moment. By this de- 
vice he produces an incremental 
effect which is, psychologically, 
extremely powerful. 

In “Parade’s End,” a much- 
neglected masterpiece has been 
given a new life.

Valentine is relatively new to 
Washington. He never saw Presi- 
dent Truman until he was invited 
to accept the new job. Aside from 
a brief term as head of the Neth- 
erlands mission of the Marshall 
plan in 1948 and 1949, this is his 
first government post. Although 
he holds directorships in several 
corporations and has worked with 
the committee for economic de- 
velopment, most of his career has 
been spent on a college campus. 

Takes on Hard Job. 
He takes on an assignment 
which .has been variously de- 
scribed as suicidal, thankless, 


quiring a great deal of courage 
and skin. 

Physically, he seems to be 
ready. At 49 years of age, he 
makes you think of a well-condi- 
tioned ‘movie star or a Long 
Island polo player.

Maine, chopping trees, sailing, 
gardening, fighting big boulders

makes more enemies ‘than friends. 
‘He accepted out of a sense of 
duty. 

“I’m realistic enough to know 
what the pressures will be,” he 
told a friend. “If they give me a 
few ulcers, what the hell.- I'll 
get a kick out of the job if I do 
it well.” 

Also, he has assured friends, 
“you can’t run a big university 
with a $70,000,000 endowment for 
15 years without developing a 
thick, protective skin.” 

Voted for Al Smith, Roosevelt. 

Valentine once voted for Al 
Smith and Franklin Roosevelt, 
but in 1940 he was executive di- 
rector of the Democrats for Will- 
kie. Since then he voted Repub- 
lican. Last year he headed an 
independent citizen’s committee 
working Tor the election of John 
Foster Dulles, then New York 
G.O.P. choice for the U.S. Senate. 

Before taking on his new job, 
Valentine was. asked by Charles 
Ross, the President’s press secre- 
tary, to supply some biographical 
information on himself. He sup- 
plied the vital statistics and on 
the bottom of the page, in a clear 
scrawl, wrote “Registered Repub- 
lican.” 

“But this is no time for 
colors,” Valentine said pod 
“While working for Mr. Truman 
and his administration, I will do 
so with all the loyalty of which 
I'm capable.” 

Alan Valentine was born in 
Glen Cove, N.Y. Feb. 23, 1901. 
His mother died when he was 12. 
His father, a bank cashier of mod- 
erate means, died in 1928. Alan 
was educated at the Friends Acad-

He thought 
that the bill’s proponents were 
carelessly misleading the public 
into thinking it was a way of 
staying out of war. 

The Four Freedoms. 


In 1943, he spoke out against 
the four freedoms of the Atlantic 
Charter. To put them into effect 
throughout the worid, he said, 
would reduce the American stand- 
ard of living too much. Five years 
later he was working for the 
Marshall plan as Netherlands 
head of the European Co-opera- 
tion Administration. 


Was this inconsistent? 

“I don’t think so,” Valentine 
said recently. “It’s a matter of 
degree. I still think we might 
bankrupt ourselves trying to give 
the whole world the four free- 
doms. But the Marshall Plan 
doesn’t attempt that. We can af- 
ford 5 billion for aid abroad but 
not 500 billion or whatever it 
would take to make the four free- 
doms really worldwide.” —

He Once Had Millions, Ruled 400,000 
Klansmen, Called Self ‘Law in Indiana’; 
Now on Parole After 25 Years for Sex 
Slaying, He Is Mysteriously Missing

AKE a close look at the pudgy, gimlet-eyed man pictured 
on this page. Have you seen him? You might have. On 
Aug. 30 he vanished from a cheap rooming house in 


Carbondale, Il. 


Today he could be sitting across the aisle 


from you on the bus or drawing your coffee behind the coun- 


ter of the corner beanery. 


If you spot this fat little figure you might approach him 


and whisper: ‘‘Ayak?”’ 


If he grins and answers ‘‘ Akia!’’ 


you can be pretty sure you’ve stumbled on a fellow the cops 


would like to see. 


“Ayak” means “Are you a Klansman?” and “Akia” stands for 


“A Klansman I am.” 


The fantastic monosyllables come from the 


secret jabberwocky of the Ku Klux Klan and they’re bound to be 

held in fond memory by David C. Stephenson, convicted murderer 

and Grand Dragon of thé once mighty terrorists in white hoods. 
Don’t be misled by his hang-dog expression or his shabby 


clothes. 


others to hate Catholics, Negroes, Jews and “foreigners.” 


This is the man who became a millionaire by teaching

commanded a private force of armed storm-troopers, owned a yacht 
on Lake Michigan and’ a fleet of Cadillacs. He ruled the lives of 
400,000 Americans and purchased powerful politicians as other men 


buy cabbage. 


Only 25 years ago, when he was 33, he issued the 


incredibly accurate boast: “I am the law in Indiana.” 


* * 
“Steve” was found guilty of a sex 


slaying that rivals in viciousness any chapter to be found in the 

annals of modern crime. He was sentenced to jail for life, but 
today, an unrepentant parole violator who still fancies himself a 
man .f distinction, he is at large once more. 

Little is known of Stephenson’s origin except that he always 
possessed the born salesman’s gift of gab and the ham actor’s flair

for spouting half-believable bombast. 


He was born in 1891, evi- 


dently in Houston, Tex. As an itinerant young printer he showed 
up in Hugo, Okla., swept Nettie Hamilton, the village belle, off her 


feet. married her and left town before her baby was born. 


Nettie 


got a divorce in 1917. Violet M. Carroll of Akron, O., his second 
wife, got her divorce decree in 1923. 

“Steve” was a second lieutenant in World War I and about 
1920 he appeared as a personable coal salesman in Evansville, Ind. 
He craved wealth, women and worldly acclaim and so he entered 


a Democratic congressional primary as a wet. 


Defeated largely by 


the Anti-Saloon League, he changed stripes and became a dry 
Republican and a “Kleagle” — or organizer — for the up-and- 


coming KKK. 


The “Klecktokens”—or Klan dues—came pouring in as, thou- 


sands of naive Hoosiers slipped on hoods and betook 


midnight raids in search of ex- 
citement at the expense of inno- 
cent minorities. Each of these 
worthies shelled out a $10 initia- 
tien fee $4 of it stuck to the 
palm of new state organizer 
—Stephenson. By the end of 
1923 the membership in Indiana 
was climbing toward the half- 
million mark and “Steve’s” own 
fortune amounted to $1,600,000. 
This included proceeds from his 
factory where Klansmen pur- 
chased their robes at $6 apiece. 


High-pressure salesmen spread 
“Klankraft” across the country- 
side and “Steve”—who hated to 
be reminded of his youth and 
caused his followers to call him 
“The Old Man”—found himself 
electing local and state officials 
almost at will by the simple ex- 
pedient of advancing their cam- 
paign expenses. Whenever his 
candidates won, they would repay 
him three-fold. Whén they lost, 
they owed necthing. But they 
rarely lost because “The Old 
Man” discovered an ancient stat- 
ute which permitted the organ- 
izing of armed bands to search 
for horse thieves, “Steve's” horse 
thief detectives performed ef- 
ficiently in every county of the 
state.

Madge, an ex- 
school teacher, was there by 
virtue of her trivial job with 
the State Superintendent 
of Public Instruction. She’ was 
in charge of a bookmobile and 
she looked the part. A spinsterish 
28, she was buxom; and had a 
prominent nose. 

Stephenson asked her for a 
date after the banquet and be- 
came somewhat insistent about it. 
Finally, Madge had dinner with 
him twice at the Washington Ho- 
tel and once attended a party at 
his house with a bevy of promi- 
nent guests. Then, on Sunday 
night, March 15, 1925, she found 
a message when she returned to 
her parental honie shortly after 
10 p.m. She was to call Irvington 
0492—-Stephenson’s number. She 
did so, and Steve, the man who 
had a state eating out of his hand, 
demanded that she come over to 
his house at once on important 
business, He would send a man 
for her. 

Less than a month later Madge 
was dead and a state was in tur- 
moil.

over-simplification, for problems such as watershed protection, 
grazing and wildlife management also enter into the picture. 
In Missouri, our national forests are made up of cut-over 
lands and here there are always people to deal with. Oftener 


than not, these are people living on sub-marginal land where 
the best they can hope for is to eke out a bare subsistence 
livelihood. . Often they create additional problems through 
their age-old belief in their right to burn the woods, over- 
graze, cut what timber they please and kill off the wildlife 
regardless of season. 
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The effort of the Forest Service in dealing with 
this problem is te raise the econemic standard of 
these people. It moves them down out of the deepest 
hollows onto better acreage in the creek bottoms, 
where it encourages good pasture practices. Mean- 
while, the rocky acres up the hollew soon revert to 
forest. Employment is provided in fire-fighting 
erews, timber stand improvement and, as the trees 
begin to grow again, in logging and saw-mill opera- 
tion. Thus the people who continue te live in the 
forest community become an asset instead of a liabil- 
ity, as has tee often been the case in the past. Today 
many of the finest fire wardens, timber workers and 
farmers within the national forest boundaries will 
gladly admit their debt to the Forest Service.

@ ASECOND POINT UNDER discussion at this meeting was 
the recreational aspect of our Clark and Mark Twain forests 
which is too little recognized by the people of Missouri. 
Within their boundaries lies much of the most beautiful 
scenery in the Ozarks, although to see it one must sometimes 
turn aside from the traveled highways. Probably no other 
factor has been so important in bringing back our Missouri 
deer herd which has grown from some 2500 to a total of» more 
‘than 50,000 in the space of a dozen years. This has been 
possible because fire protection and timber management in 
our national forests have recreated a suitable habitat for the 
deer. Sections of the Clark Forest are traversed by the St. 
_Francis, Black, Current and Eleven Point rivers to the south, 
while to the north the Big river, Curtois and Huzzah creeks 
‘gill head within the forest boundaries.

« CONGRESS DOES NOT CONSIDER recreation or wildlife 
management as part of the responsibility of the Forest Serv- 
$ce and thus provides no money for the development of these 
‘@ssets. Yet the scenic values are there and the environment 
Yor our wildlife; and these are enjoyed by the people without 
much thought about the matter. Our own national forests 
are relatively new and unexplored and therefore unappre- 
ciated; yet the day will surely come when not only Missourians 
‘but people from many states will come to see and enjoy the 
Ozark country, which can be seen at its best in the Clark and 


Mark Twain forests. 
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Our drive from Possum Trot that October morn- 
ing took us across Highway 32 to Salem and thence 
nerthward on 72 te Rella. Although the color had 
not quite reached its peak, there was much of inter- 
est te see. Highway 32 traverses the national forest 
for most ef the 50-mile journey and the dogwood, 
sassafras, sugar maple and gum trees made a fine 
display. This road runs aleng the height of land 


between the Big and Meramec rivers on the north 
and the Black and Current en the south, with little 


cultivated land except where it crosses the creek 
valleys. Young pine is making a good recevery on 
the eastern stretch of this territory. But about half- 
way te Salem the road enters a region known as the 
“Slige Choppings,” where little grows except dwarf

of the United States delegation to 
the General Assembly of the 
United Nations. It gives me a 
strange and humble feeling to 
have been so especially honored.” 

Today Edith Sampson is work- 
ing harder than ever -before in 
her life. In addition to the long 
hours she spends at Lake Success, 
the endless committee meetings 
and conferences, she devotes all 
of her spare time to filling the 
demands of organizations that 
have learned of her reputation as 
an eloquent and expert speaker in 
the field of race relations. 

“On my trip last year, through 
Europe and the Middle East, the 
question most often asked me 
was: ‘Do Negroes have. equal 
rights in America?’” Mrs. Samp- 
son says. “Here no ont asks that 
question, Everyone knows the 
answer is: ‘No.’ But here at home 
the question that seems most to 
concern people is what inroads 
Communism is making among the 
colored people. 

“I’m glad to be able to say that 
the men in the Kremlin have 
fallen flat on their faces in their 
attempt to use race and color as 
a propaganda device to sell Com- 
munism to the American Negro. 
We simply haven’t been taken in. 
We know that even in the darkest 
days of slavery, Negroes weren't 
as hopeless ag the people are to- 
day in countries where Commu- 
nism is thriving. 

“Between democracy and Com- 
munism, the choice of the Negro 
is clear and simple. He can tell

“From‘an international stand- 
point, we in the United States 
must realize the importance of 
cleaning up our own back yard. 
The countries of the world are 
looking to America for leadership 
in democracy. We must set an 
example for them if we would 
win their support. We will not 
win their confidence, especially 
the confidence of Asia’s dark- 
skinned millions, if they continue 
to read about discriminatory prac- 
say, democracy’s best answer to 
Communism is to practice what

This black won’t rub off and yet 
that is the way most people treat 
Negroes, as though the black will 
rub off on them. And generation 
after generation the white peo- 
ple bring up their children to feel

the same way. Maybe they don't 
express their feeling in so many 
words, but they say it just as 
eloquently by segregation in our 
schools and in our churches. 
“Another great trouble is that 
the minute social equality of the 
races is mentioned, the first thing 
that pops into people’s minds is 
marriage. I think this is ridicu- 
lous. Négroes aren't waging this 
campaign for equal rights just so 
a colored man can marry a white 
woman or a colored woman marry 
a white man. Marriage is such 
a personal thing and I think I 
can say with authority that 


tion lies in our schools and 
churches. 

“First,” she says, ‘“‘we’ve got to 
practice democracy in our schools. 
As long as there is segregation, 
there will never be equality. The 
desks may be the same. The kids 
may learn from the same books. 
The teachers in the Negro schools 
may be just as good as those in 
the schools for white children. 
But by the very act of segregation, 
the Negro child is subjected to a 
discrimination that will follow 
him the rest of his life. 

“Next, we've got to practice 
democracy in Christianity and re- 


ligion. Every Sunday all over the 
land ministers preach about the 
brotherhood of. man and yet in 
many, if not in most, white 
churches a Negro is about as wel- 
come as a skunk at a basket pic- 
nic. If the churches practiced 
what they preach, there wouldn't 
be any need to enact such things 
as FEPC laws. And if we prac- 
ticed in our schools the democracy 
that we preach, our children 
would soon solve in their own way 
this whole problem of racial in- 
tolerance and_ discrimination. 
They would soon learn that we 
Negroes don’t ‘rub off.’” 


As a child in Pittsburgh, Mrs. 
Sampson wanted to be a school- 
teacher, but she knew even as a 
child that it would mean a long 
and hard struggle. Although her 
father was making a modest sal- 
ary of $75 a month as a shipping 
clerk in a dry cleaning plant, she 
could hope for no help from her 
family, because it took every 
cent of his earnings to support 
his family of eight children. 


“But even though there was 
littlé money, I had a wonderful 
childhood,” she recalls. “It was 
an American family, raised in the 
best American tradition, where 
each child in the family had his 
duties and nothing ever went to 
waste. The things I learned from 
my mother—her optimism and 
vision—have stood me in great 
stead all through my life. While 
she was teaching me how to make 
the best piccalilli in Pittsburgh 
and instilling in me a horror of 
waste, even if it was only a scrap 
of material big enough to make a 
potholder, she was also teaching 
me that honey will draw mere 
flies than vinegar and that opti- 
mism and an honest evaluation of 
my own ability would do more to 
open doors that might be closed 
to me as a Negro thar any 
amount of belligerence against 
existing taboos.” 

Actually Edith Sampson felt 
little of the sting of discrimina- 
tion as a child and young woman. 
On the. strength of an exceptional 
high-school scholastic record, she 
was given a job in the Associated

Charities of Pittsburgh and was 
later sent to the New York 
School of Social Work. She be- 
came the first Negro social work- 
er with the Associated Charities 
in Pittsburgh and after a short 
time went to the Social Service 
Administration of the University 
of Chicago. While doing social 
work in Chicago during the day- 
time, she attended night school 
at the John Marshall Law School 
where she obtained her law de- 
gree. ;

N 1927 she set up her own law 
| office and while practicing law 

at night, reversed her original 
procedure and studied for her 
masters degree in law during the 
daytime at Loyola University. 

For the past 18 years she has 
served, first as probation officer, 
and then as assistant referee of 
the Juvenile Court of Cook Coun- 
ty, Illinois. Admitted to practice 
before the United States Supreme 
Court in 1934, Mrs. Sampson to- 
day specializes in criminal law 
and Hlomestic relations, When she 
was invited to sit as a delegate 
to the United Nations, she said 
goodbye to her husband, also an 
attorney, closed the door of her 
lucrative jaw office in Chicago 
and came to New York. As a 
delegate, she receives housing and 
transportation from the govern- 
ment, but all other expenses must 
come out of her own pocket. But 
it is a privilege for which she is 
glad to pay. The girl who once 
wore flour sack petticoats is to- 
day a successful woman of 49, 
chosen as one of the representa- 
tives of 152,000,000 Americans to 
the United Nations. 

Despite her record of achieve- 
ment and position of leadership, 
Mrs. Sampson receives an occa- 
sional verbal slap in the face be- 
cause of her color. Not long ago’ 
a white woman of some “ocial 
prestige said to her: “But, my 
dear, you're such a lady!” 

I asked Mrs. Sampson what was 
her reply. 

She laughed and said: “The 
same one my mother would have 
made: ‘Thank you.’” 


NEW YORK, Oct. 22.

MPROVEMENT in the quality of motion pictures and their 
full use as an educational medium has for many years been 
the major civie concern of Mrs. Arretus’ Franklyn Burt.

area, young Stix wandered around 
thevarea until he found a “For 
Rent” sign on a rather ram- 
shackled building-that was ob- 
viously intended for business pur- 


poses, at 1408A Pine street. Un-~ 


bothered by fhe fact that it was 

decidedly not the type of place 
intended for living quarters, with 
none of the facilities considered 


essential to modern living, he felt - 


that the view from the front win- 
dows out over the Plaza would 
more than compensate for any at- 
tendant problems. And so he set 
to work. 

Remember that when Stix de- 
cided on his adventure in down- 
town living it was really pioneer- 
ing, for at that time no modern 
apartments had been planned for 
this area. Even today, looking at 
the outside of the building. where 
he lives it would be hard to 
imagine that a snug haven, com- 
plete with roof terrace, exists be- 
hind the grimy facade. On’ step- 
ping up to the front door, nestled 
between two little shops, one be- 
gins to wonder if a mistake has 
been made in the address. 

However, on entering the tiny 
hallway, with its stairway leading 
to the living quarters above, one 
begins to sense the spirit of the 
place. An antique Spanish chair 
seems perfectly at home with a 
low bench gst on cinder building 
blocks. Above the bench hangs 
a Victorian mirror with hooks for 


hats, obtained, as many of Stix’s. 


pieces were, from the Goodwill 
Industries. The bare light bulb 


hanging from the center of the 
ceiling is shaded by a potato 
grater which casts interesting 
shadows over the unusual decor. 

On mounting the stairs and 
entering the apartment itself, one 
is surprised to find how livable 
a spot can be created in a bare 
loft with bits and pieces of’ dis- 
carded furnishings, when a vast 
amount of ingenuity is employed. 
Stix, himself, did most of the 
actual labor of painting and con-

To describe the pleasing effect 
that Stix has achieved through 
the use of most- unorthodox ma- 
terials, furniture, and rative 
objects is a little difficult. A few 
highlights might indicate his 
original approach. The draperies 
are of plain brown burlap sack- 
ing, used in wrapping packages 
for shipment. Across the entire 
wall below the windows is a series 
of bookcases created from plain 
pine boards with partitions of cin- 
der blocks.

The furniture is an odd miscel- 
lany that somehow achieves a 
spirit of relatedness.

OCKS sliced extremely fine, thinner than a human hair, often 
reveal a strange and colorful beauty. But along with this 
beauty, the slices may reveal a new understan of 

nature. To Dr. A. F. Frederickson, associate professor of geo ogy 
at Washington University, were the major clue in ad- 
vancing a new explanation on how lead and zinc ore deposits 
were formed in the Mississippi Valley region. Immediate prac- 
tical value of this hypothesis would be the ability to pros 
more intelligently for valuable lead and zinc deposits in which 
Missouri is ly rich. 

More than 1500 million years ago, the Ozark Mountains 
were above water. Since then, the land subsided and rose 
several times. Each time it subsided, the sea crept in, made 
Missouri an ocean bed. eathering and water action caused

terial settled, water was squeezed out of the mud, forced 
through the existing rocks. This briny solution attacked the 
rocks it came in contact with, caused them to recrystallize. In 
the process, certain substances, among them lead and zinc ions, 
were ejected from the newly forming crystals. These ions then 
traveled with the solutions up through porous sandstones and 
bedding layers to concentrate in certain slopes and flat areas. 
Here, they combined either with sulphur from decayed organic 
matter to form lead and zinc sulphide minerals or were trapped 
in the clays. 

The land did not always rise and fall evenly. Sometimes, - 
only certain areas were uplifted, causing the rocks to warp and 
deform. This happened in southern Missouri in the formation 
of the Ozark dome, of which the mountains around St. Francis 
are part. The uplifting would set the briny solutions in motion 
again and the cycle would be repeated. This resulted in the 
formation of lead and zinc ores.

HE FOUR MEN—they looked like everyday Amer- 
icans in their conservative business suits—fidg- 
eted nervously in the spotlight. 

One of them peered over the microphone which 
blocked his view of the audience. Hé spoke swiftly 
and shrilly—in Russian. 

“ .. Nowhere in the world are there such special- 
ists in thinking up various punishments as in the

The 1,000 listeners in the big gymnasium of Rutgers 
University here, were hearing a new kind of quiz 
program. 

The idea of asking Soviet DPs to answer the ques- 
tions of an American audience had originated with 
the Research Institute of America, an organization 
which supplies economic data to its clients. E. R. 
Squibb and Son had sponsored the meeting, the fore- 
runner of similar programs in other cities. 

Sitting with Semilenko were a former Soviet engi- 
neer, Nicolai Didenko; a man named Boris Sambayev, 
who had been a foreman in a Russian factory; and 
Peter Pirogov, the Red flier who made a dramatic 
escape flight to the American zone of Austria in 1948. 


What Russian Life Is Like 


HAT THE FOUR MEN gave was a verbal picture of a 
drab and insecure existence: 
» By American standards, Russian pay is low; hours 
of work are long.

p Every worker knows he is being spied upon. 
» Food is inadequate and outrageously expensive; 
housing is often wretched. 

But most outstanding, perhaps, was this point: 


In Russia, which proclaims a “classless” society to 
all the world, class lines are sharply drawn by eco- 
nomic position and are severely observed! 


Here are some of the questions asked from the 
audience—and the Russians’ answers: 


p> Q.—Does Russia have a classiess society? 

A.—“Slogans of equality we had plenty of,” Semi- 
lenko said. “But in practice the people were divided 
into classes as nowhere in the world!” 


> Q.—How about lunchrooms in Soviet industries? 

A.—There were, said Sambayev, the ex-foreman, 
four different kinds: (1) one for the administrative 
staff and the Party organizers; (2) one for the tech- 
nical staff; (3) one for the. Stakhanovites (workers 
who have produced more than they had to); and (4) 
one for rank and file workers. 


> O.—Does a Russian own his own home? 

A.—“Nobody owns his own home. In the place where 
I worked all the houses—apartments and private 
homes—belonged to the plant.” 


p> Q.—Do women necessarily have to work? 

A.—“The woman,” said Semilenko, “is not forced 
to work. As a rule every woman does work because 
the amount of money a man can earn is not sufficient. 
The women say: ‘The revolution freed us from kitch- 
en chores, but sent us into the factory instead!’ ” 


> Q.—What was your salary? 

A.—Engineer Didenko: “Twelve hundred rubles 
(about $240) a month.” Airman Pirogov: “Seven 
hundred and fifty rubles ($150) when I was a 
teacher and twenty-two hundred rubles after I be- 
came an air force officer.”” Foreman Sambayev: “Six 
hundred rubles ($120) a month.” Worker Semilenko: 
“Three hundred and: fifty rubles. ($70)” 


> Q.—What ceuld Semilenke buy for his 350 rubles? 

A.—“After various deductions I had about 230 to 
240 rubles left,” said Semilenko. “One of our main 
delicacies was fat—not butter. For 242 pounds of fat, 
I had to work about three days. 


> O.—Whe is boss in a Soviet plant? 

A.—“In charge of every factory,” said Didenko, the 
engineer, “is a group called the Triangle. They are the 
Director or Administrator, the Party Organizer and 
the representative of the trade unions. 


> Q.—What is the job of the union representatives? 
A.—“Technically, they represent the workers,” said 
Didenko. “In reality, they represent the Government 
and the Party. The main job of the trade union is to 
help in the maximum exploitation of the worker.” 


>» Q.—Does the worker have any choice of his union repre- 
sentative? 


A.—“Everybody in the Soviet Union is elected—Sta- 
lin, too, for 28 years,” said Semilenko. “It was done in 
this way. Members of the union were called together 
and told they were to elect a representative. A mem- 
ber of the Communist Party would say, “This man is 
being suggested to you—who is against it?’” 


> Q.—Are trade unions allowed to call strikes? 

A.—“Every strike is a counter-revolutionary activ- 
ity,” said Didenko. “Workers own the plants. How can 
they strike against themselves?” 
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p> Q.—Whet happens to a worker if he is late for work? 
A.—“He would prefer not to sleep all night and 
watch the clock rather than be late,” said Semilenko. 
“If you were late the first time, up to 20 minutes, you 
would get a public warning. If you had the nerve to 
be more 20 minutes late, you would be brought 
before the Peoples’ Court the same day and sentenced 
from three to six months in jail or forced labor.” 


p> @.—Cen the ordinary Soviet citizen advance himself te o 
better-paying job? 

A.—“The worker,” said Didenko, “has no opportu- 
nity or permission to move about, to change jobs, or 
to go from one plant to another. The only thing he 
can do is to strain himself to over-fulfill the work 
quota, and, thus, within certain limitations, raise the 
amount of salary he gets.” 


Running through all the Russians’ comments was 
one great fact: all Russia spies on itself! 

“In every plant, or industrial center, the NKVD 
(secret police) has its finger on every single worker,” 
Didenko said. And Pirogov added: “Every man in the 
Red Army knows he is being watched—possibly by his 
buddy, or his wife.”

Watch that Gun! 


This year 1,000 hunters will die in the woods 


and this story—in graphic detail—tells you why

year is over a thousand innocent 

Americans will die in hunting acci- 
dents and another 5,000 will be injured 
by guns. 

Why? 

Any careful hunter knows the answer: 

The brutal fact is that we have in the 
U.S. hundreds of hunters who shouldn't 
be allowed afield with firearms. Most of 
them are emotionally unstable men who 
become mentally addled when they find 
themselves in the woods, gun in hand. 

There is no known method of weeding 
out these men when they apply for hunt- 
ing licenses. They don’t reveal themselves 
as deadly menaces until someone is car- 
ried from the woods in a blanket. And 
then it’s too late. 

You can’t protect yourself from them 
by wearing a bright red shirt. Statistics 
reveal that almost every hunter killed 
was so garbed and, in the opinions of 
many old timers a red shirt merely gives 


I THE NATION’s woodlands before this 


an irresponsible hunter a better target. 

And you can’t find sufficient protection 
in our state game laws. In some states an 
offender’s license is suspended after a 
Shooting accident but in others little or 


. nothing is done. In any case you are at 


the mercy of the man behind the gun. 

First, there is the hunter with an excess 
of imagination. His vivid mind puts horns 
on does, converts a bush-screened man 
into a buck and mistakes a companion 
for a prowling bear. 


The Author Had a Close Call 


¥ FIRST experience with this type took 
place years ago in Washington 
State. I was seated with my back to a 
stump when a bullet whistled over my 
head and hit a tree. Another shot just 
missed me as I ducked and shouted. The 
offender told me that he had mistaken 
my moving hand for a deer’s head. 
Records of state fish and game depart- 
ments are studded with accounts of simi- 
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lar shootings—some of them so fantastic 
as to be almost unbelievable. 

Several seasons ago two deer hunters 
were hanging out their camp washing. A 
light breeze was blowing and the laundry 
was flapping from the clothesline they 
had rigged. 

Suddenly shots cracked from the sur- 
rounding woods and both men fell, one 
killed ‘instantly, the other seriously 
wounded. The clothes had been mistaken 
for the “flags” of running whitetail deer! 

Hunting is by no means a competitive, 
man-to-man game but there is another 
gun-toting menace who insists on inject- 
ing competition into a sport where no 
competition should exist. He is consumed 
by a flaming will to win. He must down 
the biggest bucks brought back to camp, 
or come back with a bird or duck limit. 
And in many instances he will violate 
every rule in the book in order to do it. 

Experienced wardens—and some county 
coroners—are well acquainted with this 
offender. They have seen him blast other 
hunters when a rabbit darts from a briar 
patch, shoot at deer when he knows that 
other hunters are just beyond and fire at 
woodcock when someone else is firing 
from the other side of an alder patch. 
They know him for what he is—a chronic 
game law violator and a dangerous man 
with a gun. 


Lack of Experience isn't to Blame 


PULAR BELIEF is that inexperience fig- 
ures in a high percentage of acciden- 
tal shootings. This notion is fallacious. 
Veteran hunters who have lived in rural 
areas all their lives are often as danger- 
ous as the inexperienced, two-day-a- 
season hunters from the city. 

A couple of years ago two experienced 
friends who had hunted together since 
boyhood and who always lived near the 
woods set out on a day’s deer hunt. Their 
usual method of signaling each other in 
the woods was with low whistles. 

Shortly after the two friends separated 
one of them heard movement in the 
nearby bushes and, thinking it might be 
his companion, gave the usual signal. He 
didn't get a reply, so he whistled again. 
There was still no answering whistle. He 
fired-—and a lifelong friendship was 
ended. He had killed his companion. 

Let's check his movements step by step. 
He had whistled and received no reply.

He whistled again —and then fired. He 
hadn’t realized that the sound of swish- 
ing brush made his soft whistles inaudi- 
ble to his friend. Obviously carelessness 
was involved, but not inexperience! 

The ways in which hunters commit sui- 
cide are beyond counting: loaded guns in 
cars, weapons which fall and discharge or 
are knocked over by dogs, guns pulled 
through fences muzzle first, and acci- 


dents which result from firing the wrong 


shell or cartridge in a weapon. 

My first rience with sudden death 
in the field came when I was 16. A boat 
drifted past my blind on a fast-rising tide. 
Thinking that some hunter’s boat had 
gone adrift, I pushed out to retrieve it 


and found in the boat the body of a man. 


It was easy, even for a kid, to guess 
what had happened. The victim had been 
shooting from a blind just below my stand 
and had crippled a duck. Then he stepped 
from blind to boat and reached for his 
gun, grasping it by the muzzle. Something 
caught the trigger, the weapon fired and 
the charge struck the hunter in the chest. 

Occasionally something even more un- 
usual is added to the ways in which 
hunters kill themselves. There was, for 
instance, the deer hunter who climbed a 
tree, the better to watch the surrounding 
terrain. He perched himself on a limb, 
lost his balance and fell to the ground. 
The fall broke his neck, killing him in- 
stantly. Then his gun discharged, shoot- 
ing him through the body.
